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PREFACE 


lu the nineteenth centurj those, who compiled thp history of 
Orissa, had no alteruativo hut to depend fully on tlie MadalapSiiji 
or the chronicle of the Jaganntltha temple of Puri.' “With the 
discovery of epigraphic records in Orissa, it was found in the 
beginning of: the ciu’rent century that the accounts of the pre- 
Moghul period, recorded in the MgdalUpSnji, are entii-elj’- unreliable 
The authenticity of the MgdalSpBnji "was challenged by the late 
Dr. Fleet aud by the late Mr. M. M. Chahravarty. The results 
of the pioneer researches of the latter scholar are no doubt a 
valuable contribution towards the reconstruction of the history of 
Orissa. But his researches are generally limited to the period from 
the twelfth centuiy onwards. 

Later on the late Professor E. 1). Banerjee set himself to the 
task of bringing out a connected history of Orissa from the pre- 
. historic period down to the British conquest. "We cannot deny the 
fact that his monumental ^yovk— History of Orissa — embodies a 
mass of authentic accounts. But due to want of sufficient data, he 
was hardly able to reconcile certain discrepancies and fully reconstruct 
the chronolog^v of the different dynasties. However, since the publica- 
tion of his History of Orissa, a few important records have been 
discovered. These have enabled me to arrive at certain conclusions 
discussed in the following pages, which, I hope, will be helpful to those 
who are interested in the Chronology of Orissa. Here I have also 
arranged all the informations available from the epigraphic records 
of Mediaeval period in such a way that they can be easily studied 
by the students of history. Moreover, I have made an attempt to 
identify as far as practicable the places mentioned in them 
which will enable -the readers to form an idea ‘.'of the extent of 
territories of different dynasties. 

In this connection I express my gratitude to my esteemed 
friend Pandit Tarakeshwar Ganguly, but for whose encouragement 
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I would uofc have set myself to the task of comi)iling this a a-k. 
Again cordial acknowledgment of indebtedness is due to my friend 
Mr. Paramananda Acharya, B. Sc., who rendered me much help 
in compiling this work. 

, In. conclusion, I have to add that due to mental and 
lihysical troubles, I could not carefully look into the proof and 
in consequence a number of imiuting mistakes have crept in 
the book.

^AILODBILVVA RuLERS 

[t is seen from the appended table that the geographical places 
in the Eongada-mapdala mentioned in the copper-plate grants of the 
Sailodbhava rulers, and of Subhakaradeva ajid DandimahSdevi of 
the Kara family are now identified in the Granjam district or in the 
neighbourhood of its border. From the identification of the Salima 
of the grant, No. 2, with Salia in Banpur in the Puri district^ we can 
determine the northern boundary of Kohgada. The hill-ranges 
running from Kaluparagha^ westwards seem to have demarcated 
its northern limit. There is no pass through these ranges of hills 
which reach a point in the south-west frontier of the Nayagarh State. 

The Mahendra hill which runs westwards from the coast of 
the Bay of Bengal in the east, probably formed the southern boun- 
dary line of Kohgada. Again the hills, now demarcating the 
eastern boundary of the Kalahandi State, may be supposed to be 
the natural western limit of the same Kohgada, 

The grant, No. 2, was issued from the place on the bank of the 
Salima. It is, therefore, tempting to localise the capital of Kohgada 
in Banpur. But there is no such place in Banpur, which would recall 
the description of Kohgada by Hiuen Tsang. The Chinese pilgrim 
describes that the capital of Kohgada, 20 li in circuit, is situated 
on an angle of the sea and there are many Deva temples. The 
situation of Ganjam., a petty town, where the ruins of temples are 
found in large quantity, recalls exactly Hiuen Tseng’s description. 
I, therefore, think that the capital of Kohgada should be identified 
with Ganjam and the place of issue of the grant, No. 2, should be 
supposed to be a temporary camp established on the bank of the 
Salia in Banpur. 



^he panegyrical text of the grant, No. 4, is a copy of that of the 
giant, No. 3, and it contains an additional eulogy of a further 
generation. The donor of the grant. No. 4, appears to my mind, 
to be the sou of the donor of the grant. No. 3.

The scholars would no doubt accept my view that the donor of ' 
the grant. No. 5, was the son of the donor of the grant, No. 4, if they 
compare the texts of these grants. The text of the former grant 
has been reproduced in the lattter grant and again an eulogy of a 
further generation has been added. 

The text of the grant, No. 5, is a replica of that of the grant. 
No. 6, and it, therefore, appears that the donor of the latter grant 
is not different from that of the former grant. 

The complete set of plates of the grant, No. 7 have not been 
found. But the eulogical text of Madhyamaraja of this plate is an 
exact copy of that of the king of the same name of the grant, No. 6. 
Evidently Dharmaraja son of MadhyamarSja of the grant. No. 7. 
is not different from the donor of the gront. No. 6. We may there- 
fore, put the Sailodbhava rulers mentioned in the grants. Nos.

But tho dates o£ 
other grants arc not knoAvn. It is stated in the grants, Nos. 5 and 
6 that after tlio accession of Dhammruja to the tlirone, Miidhava, 
probably Dharinarlija’s younger brother, raised the standard of 
revolt to Avrest the regal power from his elder brother and was 
defeated at Fiisikti. Thereafter Mudhava sought the aid of Tivara- 
deva and again fought. Ho Avas also defeated Avith his ally this 
time whereupon he passed his days at the foot of the Vindhyas. 
This Tivaradeva Avas no doubt the same Tivaradeva of Eatnapura 
in tho southern Kosala. 

Chandragupta succeeded his elder brother Tivaradeva to the 
throne and he was tho contcinporaiy ruler of Govinda III. "Wo 
knoAv that Govinda II, the elder brother of Govinda Ill’s father, 
was rulling in Saka 705 or a. d. 783.' Hence the initial year of 
Govinda Ill’s reign cannot bo supposed to bo earlier than 784 a. d. 
It is recorded in the inscription that Chandragupta was defeated by 
Govinda III before the birth of his son Amoghavarsa who ascended 
the throne in 815-16 a. d.^ It is theiefore probable that Ohandra- 
gupta suffered defeat by Govinda III before 800 a. d. Iu that 
case, Tivaradeva may be supposed to have ruled some time between 
760-90 A. D. 

DharmaiTija was 6th in descent from his ancestor Arapabhita 
If we now allot average reign of 25 years, to each of the rulers, who 
preceded Dharmaraja, we get altogether (5X25=) 125 years,’ covered 
by their reign. Now calculating from the date of the grant, no. 2, we 
get 745 A. D. (620+125) as tho initial year of DharmarSfja’s reign. 
There is now a margin of 15 years between the result of the 
calculation of the preceding para and that of present calculation 
(ie, 760 A.D. and 745 a. d.) which can be alloted to the donor of 
the grant. No. 2. In that case, Msdhavaraja 11 of the said grant 
can be taken as Arapabhita of our foregoing chronological table.

SiVARAJA OP PaTIAKELA GrANT. 

A copper-plate from Patiakela in the Cuttack district \?as edited 
by the late E. D. Banerjee iu E. L, Yol. IX (pp. 283-288). It 
contains a date written in words as well as in figures. But 
unfortunately tbe letters and figures of the date are damaged. 
Nevertlieless tbe date has been ascertained by the editor. 

In the beginning of tiie text 83 written iu words is decipherable 
and in the concluding portion the figure 200 is discernible. It has, 
therefore, been assumed by the editor that tho mutilated letters 
succeeding 83, written in words wore intended for expressing 200. 
The plate is thus supposed to have contained tho year 283 which, 
in the editor’s opinion, belongs to the Gupta era, because the use of 
Gupta era in Orissa iu the first quarter of tho 7th Century a. d. is 
proved by MSdhavarhja’s grant* the characters of which reseiublo 
form those of the plate under discussion. His supposition is also 
ptjorne out by the similarity of style of compositiou of the texts 
inscribed on these two grants. I give below extracts from each text 
to illustrate the said similarity.

The village Tandravalla granted by this plate is identical 
■with Tendra which is a few miles west of Jajpur. T think, 
-Valia , the last member of the name of the granted village, has 
been transformed to Veelpara, the name of the village one mile 
south of Tendra. It is probable that the Tandravalla was divided 
info two parts in later times. However Varttanaka, the place 
of issue of the grant, can be identified with Barchana about 
twelve miles south of Tendra. 

I may mention in the conclusion that the present Khandayat 
family at Eatangiri which is not far from Barchana, belongs to 
Maudgala Gotra and the insignia of this family is Saila (hill). 
The traditional account relates that the remote ancestors of this 
family were the rulers of the locality. But it is difficult 
to ascertain whether this family is the remnant of Sivar^ja’s 
famUy.

likely, been sauskritiscd as Godhaaesvara. However I need 
meutioii hero in support of my identification of Guliesvara-pataka 
that the scholars have unanimously identified the capital of Orissa 
of Hiuon Tsang’s time with Jajpur. 

The readers will find that the village Bubhuruda of the grant, 
Ho. 2, is unquestionably identical with Buluiruda lying in the 
proximity of Puri. Bubhuruda is said to have been included in 
tho sonthern Tosala, not in the Kongada-mapdala. Evidently the 
iiortlicrii limit of Kongada can, in no way, be stretched beyond 
Kaluparaghat. 

The villages of the northern Tosala of tho grant. Ho. 1, is now 
traceable in tho Balasore district. We gather from tho Raghu- 
vamsa by Kalidasa that the Kapisa or tho modern Cossai in the 
Midnaporo district formed the northern boundary line of TJtkala 
which comprised Tosala. 

It is stated ill the Puraijas that one Guha, belonging to a non- 
aryau family protects tho peoples, — ^Kalihgas, Mahi§yas and 
Msihendra Bhauinas or the Bhauma tribe inhabitating tho Mahcndra 
^|iill.^ The hill ranges extending from Orissa and tho northern 
;:s^ircars to Gondwana, some of which near Ganjam is still called 
;> Mahindra, were known as Mahendra-giri-mala in ancient times.^ 

It, therefore, appears that the term 3Ialicndra Bhauma of the 
Pnraiias is alluded to tho BhUyah tribe of the northern feudatory 
states of Orissa. . 

In the Majjhima-nikaya and Mahabagga of the Pali literature , 
two Bhuyans, Tapusa and Bhallika of the TTtkala country, are said 
to have met Buddha at Bodhagaya. In tho Puraiias the .TJtkala 
people are also indicated as neighbours of the people of the Gaya 
district^ and as descendants of IlS. I think, lUV implies earth.. 
Apparently the TJtkala country extended up to the Gaya district in 
the north-west. It is worth-mentioning that even the north-west 
frontier of Orissa is predominated by the Bhuyahs who claims 
descent from earth. Apparently the BhUyan tribe constituted the

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the name of Lalitahara’s immediate successor was Santikara. I 
am, therefore, of opinion that Suhhakara of the grant, No. 8, was 
succeeded by Santikara but not vice versa. 

We learn from the grant, No. 8, that SubhEkara was succeeded 
by a queen. This qiieen is no doubt identical with Tribhuvana- 
mahadevi of 'the grant. No. 7. 

Tho texts of the grants, Nos. 8 to 10, are one and ttie same. 
The grants. Nos. 5 to 10, belong to the same century, because the 
symbol denoting the 100th, year of an unspecified era, occures . in 
each of these grants. I, therefore, put the Bhauma rulers in the 
following chronological order.

Tribhttvana-mahadevi is said in the grant, No. 7, to be the 
daughter of Eajamalla, the mark on tho forehead of the southern 
region, who averted a calamity which befell the Bhauma family. 
Again it is stated in the grant,' No. 5, that Tribhuvana-mahSdevi 
was born of a Naga dynasty. I, therefore, identify EEjamalla, 
father of Tribhuvana-mahEdevi, with Psllavamalla of southern 
India, who is also known as KsatriyamaUa, first because the

That the Kings of this family bore the surname Simha or 
Kesari has now been proved by the Copper-plates. "We can, 
therefore, unhesitatingly say that the King, who presented the 
autograph manuscript, belonged to this family. But it is difficult 
to identify him with Subhakara of the grant, No. 1, because the 
last member of his name is distinctly aham^ not Kara. It is, 
therefore, better to identify him with Ssntikara of the grant No. 5,' 
who in the inscription No. 4 is indicated as a Buddhist. The 
Chinese translation ought to be re-examined for ascertaining the 
actual name of the King.

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iooted a Mug, Dkekata by name, aud afterwards duly honoured aud 
restored him to his forraor position. The tradition relates that 
Dhenkanal, the name of the state, owes its origin to a Savara, 
Dheiika by name, who was in possession of the present headquarters 
of the state. There exists now to the west of the chief’s residence, 
which is about six miles from the Brahmani, a stone called Dhehka- 
Savara-muijda (the head of Dhehka ^avara). This stone is also 
worshipped by the people of the locality once or twice a year* The 
traditional Dhenka is probably identical with Bhekata of the copper- 
plate. In that case, it can be held that tbe southern boundary of 
the Kodalaka was not far from the Brahmani. The hills bordering 
the Hindol State may be supposed to have formed the Southern 
boundary of the EodSlaka-mapdala. 

The chronology of the Sulkis deserves careful consideration. 
The appended table shows that the genealogies of the first four 
grants are one aud the same^ although the grant No. 1 carries the 
genealogy for a further generation. It should be mentioned here 
that the texts of those four grants are also one and the same, 
except the documentary portion. 

The genealogical text of the grant No. 5 is also a copy of that 
:^f any of the first four grants, although the name of Vikramaditya 
is substituted for that of Kulastanibha, and Eapastambha’s son is 
called Kulastambha in it. There will be no objection if I hold now 
that VikramSditya and Kulastambha mentioned in the first four 
grants were one and the same person because of having the same 
eulogy. Hence Kulastambha, son of Eapastambha of thegi’ant 
No. 5 now appears to be Kulastambha II. Evidently Eanastambha 
had two sons— Kulastambha II and Jayastambha (of grant No. 1. 

The text of the grant, No. 7 is a copy of that of the grant, No. 6, 
only containing an additional eulogy of Kanadastambha, who is 
called Kalahastambha in the latter grant. I think, Kalaha has been 
misread or miswritten for Kapada, because there was not much 
difference between the forms of and 7’ and of and ‘A.’ If it

Nanda Eulers 

Only one plate of this family has been published so far. The 
place -vvheiice it came, is not known. But it is reported that Pandit 
Hageudrauath Mahapatra found this plate in a private family while 
engaged in searching for Sanskrit and Prakrit MSS. A.s far as I 
know the Pandit worked in the Dhenkanal State. So 1 suppose 
that the plate was found in that State. 

This plate was issued from Jayapura in Airavattamandala. There 
is a village under the name Jayapur in tho Dhenkanal State, which 
does notseem to be of much antiquity. I think, Jayapura is identical 
with Nandapura. It is probable that Jayapura was changed to 
Naudapura, since the Nanda rulers used to reside there. 

It is stated in the grant that Jayauanda got the territory of the 
Gondrama which has wrongly been identified with Gaujama. 
Gondrama signifies nothing but the Gond people. 

The mention of Airavatta-maijdala is found once again in the 
Harasinghpur charter of TJddyotakosari. The villages Kontalanda 
and IcQva-karada of this grant have been identified with Kantilo 
and Karada respectively lying on the southern bank of the 
Mahanadi in the Khandpara State. The southern boundary of the 
Kodalaka inapdala has been supposed to have been formed by the 
present northern boundary of the Hindol State. It is, therefore, 
probable that the Airavatta-mapdala was bounded by the Kodalaka 
mandala on the north. The hill-ranges running on the southern 
border of the states of Eaiipur and Nayagarh seem to have formed 
the natural southern boundary of the Airavatta-mapd^'l®'- Airavatta 
is identical with Ratagarh in Bauki in the Cuttack district. 

The text of the unpublished gi’ant is a close copy of the published 
grant. But it is a curious fact that the donor of the published

therefore, seems to be a contemporary of one of the Bhauma rulers, 
because during their reign Buddhism had a stronghold in Orissa. 
Again the comparison of the scripts of the grant under discussion 
with those of the plate of Bhanudeva (1312 a. d.), the facsimile- 
print of which has been incorporated in the Orissa in the Making 
bj' Mr. B. C. Mazumdar, clearly shows that Devananda flourished 
long before the 14th Century a. d.

The Gr. No. 1 has a lioa seal. The Gr. No. 13 
grants contain the seal representing 
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grants, Nos. 2 to 10, are said to have been included in Kbinjali- 
maijdala. These! grants are issued from one and the same place 
and their texts are also in harmony. ; 

The grants. Nos. 15 to 23, contain almost one and the same 
introductory text and all these grants, except the grant No. 23, are 
issued from a place called Vahjulvaka which has been identified 
with Banjania in Ghoomsur. The donors of the grants Nos. 21 to 
23 addressed the orders to the officers of Khinjali-mapdala. But it 
is not known to the officers of which country the orders were 
addressed by the donors of the grants, nos. 15 to 21. lam inclined 
to hold that these orders were also addressed to the officers of 
Nhinjali, because these grants were issued from Vanjulyaka, the 
place of issue of the grant. No. 21, in which Khinjali is mentioned. 
Evidently the territory ruled by the Bhanja rulers of the grants. 
Nos. 2 to 10 and 15 to 23, was known as Khinjali-mapdala. 

It is worthy of mention that the place-names of the grants 
^/^os. 2 to 14, are identifiable in Baud aiid in its neighbourhood while' 
jthose of the grants, No^ 15 to 23, are traceable in Ghoomsur Taluka 
and in its bordering States. Apparently we may suppose that the 
former grants belong to Baud line and the latter grants to, Ghoomsur 
line of Bhanja family. 

The donors of the grants Nos. 5 to 7, are indeutical with each 
other, first because these grants were engraved by one Sivanaga 
son of Pap.d.i. and secondly, all these donors are called Ea^iabhanja

son of Satrubhanja. This Satrubhanja can be taken as the same 
Satrubhanja the donor of the grant No. 2 which was also sealed by 
Sivanaga, son of Pgijdi. Ea^abbanja, the donor of the grant, No. 4, 
can be identified with Ea^iabhanja of the grant. No. 7, for the 
genealogies of these two grants are one and the same. On the ground 
that the. genealogies and scribes of the grant, no. 4 are not difierent 
from those of the grant, no. 10, these grants (nos. 4 and 10) may 
be supposed to have belonged to one and the same Ea^a-bhanja. 

The scribe and the genealogy of the grant No. 11, lead us to 
identify Eaqiabhanja, the donor of this grant, with the afore-said 
Ea^abhanja.

Gaudharvavadi of the grant, 
No. 14i GandhatapSti appears to have been named after the King 
Candhata; The village Gandhara^i , near the headquarters of 
Baudi where, the relics of antiquarian interest are now found in 
abundance seems to be the variant of Gandhatapati or Gandhar- 
vavadi of the copper-plate records. . Hovirever I hold Anangabhahja 
and Gandhamardanadeva of the above traditional account are 
identical with Ahgati and Gandhata respectively of the copper-plate 
records. If it be tenable, Ahgati should be supposed to be the 
founder of Bhanja rule over Khihjali and Gandhata as the bestower 
of Khinjali territory to Ahgati. Apparently Ahgati and Gandhata 
are both equally respectable to the subsequent Bhanja rulers of 
Khinjali and on this account they possess the same text of eulogy 
in the copper-plate records. . 

I need mention here tliat Maharaja Ra^abhahja of the grant, . 
No. 8, is also the donor of the grant, No. 9, because the scribe of the 
former grant appears not to be different from the engraver of the 
latter grant. It is worthy of mention that these two grants were 
issued respectively in the 58th and 54th regnal year of the donor. 

It is probably that Ea^aka Ea^abhahja of the other grants 
assumed the Maharaja title in the later part of his long rule. That , 
this Maharaja Eapabhanja was the son of Satrubhahja is evident 
from the fact that the engraver Devala of the grant, No. 8i of 
Maharaja Eapabhahja, is identical with the scribe Devala of the 
grantj No. 3, of Satfubhanja who can be taken now as the same 
Satrubhahja, the father of Eapaka Eapabhahja of the grauts, Nos. 
4to 7. . ' • ■ * 

Oh the palmographic ground the grant No. 13 can be supposed 
to be later than any of the grants. Nos. 2 to 12. Solapabhahja of 
tho grant No. 14, can be identified with Solapabhahja of the grant. 
No. 13 who is said to have restored the possession of Gandhaf- 
vavadL I shall show in a subsequent chapter that the Bhanja 
family was ousted from Baud by the Ohola dynasty of southern 
Kosala. However, the rulers mentioned in the grants. Nos. 2 to 14, 
can be arranged in the following chronological order. 
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Ea^abhanja of Baud grant, No. 10. However, I need mention 
kere that the title neither Amoghakalasa nor Dharmakalasa is 
legible in the grants Nos. 19 and 20. The names of officers of 
these two grants prove that the donors are not two different persons. 
This assumption is also corroborated ,by the genealogies of the 
donors. 

Notwithstanding the absence of positive proof, I hold that 
Eai^abhahja of the grants Nos. 19 and 20, is not different from 
Eatjabhahja of the grants. Nos. 16 to 18, who has been identified 
with the personage of the same name of the foregoing table. If it 
be tenable, Digbhanja father of SMbhanja and son of Baijabhanja 
of the grants. Nos. 19 and 20, can be identified with Bhanddrina^id, 
the father of Silabhanja of the grant, No. 12. 

"We know that the each king of the Bhanma dynasty of Orissa 
had two names, ft is, therefore, not improbable that Digbhanja 
and Silabhanja II were popularly known Bhap^Srifaijia and Seda 
respectively. The plate No. 12, is a sale deed and its text has 
been written in prose. The provincialism of the language is also 
traceable in this plate. It is, therefore, not curious to find the 
popular names of the kings in this plate. However, this Silabhanja 
is not identical with Silabhanja son of Mallagambhiradeva and 
grandson of Pathasukhadeva, of the grant. No. 15. 

We do not know, whether Devabhanja of the grant, No. 22, is 
immediate or distant successor of Nettabhanja of the grant, no. ^1. 
But^Jayabhanja, the son of Eayabhanjaof the grant No. 23, appears 
to be the brother of Yasabhanja, the son of Eayabhanja of the grant 
No. 22 because the donees of these two grants are one and the same 
person.. We may, therefore, arrange tlie rulers mentioned in the 
grants Nos. 2 to 23 in the following chronological order.

The grant, No. 24, contains a year the numerals of which have 
been written in symbols. The editor of this grant could not 
decipher these symbols. Subsequently the late Professor Keilhorn 
deciphered them as. 288. I need mention here that this year 288 
belongs to an unspecified era. 

The grant, No. 98, also contains the year 98 in the numerical 
symbols. This year also belongs to an unspecified era. The years, 
written in symbols, of unspecified era have also been used in the 
copper-plates of the Kara family of Orissa. I think, all these years 
of unspecified era of different copper-plates of Orissa belong to one 
and the same era. It, therefore, appears that the grant, No. 1, is 
earlier than the grant, No. 24. . On the palmographic ground, we 
may also arrive at the same conclusion. 

In Orissa, Mayurbhanj Euling house is regarded as the stock of 
all Bhanja lines of Orissa. The tradition relates that as the BhuySs 
of Keonjhar found difficulty in going to Mayurbhan] to lay . their 
gTievance before the Chief, they stole a boy from the Bhafija family 
of Mayurbhanj, whom they installed as the Chief of Keonjhar which 
formerly constituted a part of Mayurbhanj. This separation of 
Keonjhar from Mayurbhanj probably took place before tlie time of 
Nettabhanja of the grant No. 1, who ruled over Angul lying to the 
south, of Keohjhar. It, therefore, appears that hone bif the Bhanja 
rulers of the copper-plates of Mayurbhafija is ideutifiable with any 
of the Bhanja rulers of Khinjali. 
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CHAPTER lU 


(Section B) 

Vabaha Rulers. 

A single grant belonging to the Variiha ruler has so far been 
found in the Bonai State, which is not far from Khiching of 
Mayurbhanj, where the name Dharaijivaraha is found inscribed 
in association with the name Rsyabhauja on the image of an 
Avalokitesvara. But none of the place-names of this grant are 
identifiable in Bonai or in its neighbourhood. They are perhaps 
traceable in Barabhum which is the contracted form of 
VarShabhtlraa. But for want of a map of Barabhnra, I could 
not locate them. I need, however, mention here that Barabhnm 
is not far from Mayurbhanj. 

It is stated in the grant under discussion that the donor 
belonged to the Mayura family and he hailed from the C'itra^hta, 
the abode of the sage Vasistha. This grant also contains a 
peacock-seal, which is now used by the present Bhanja families 
o!f Orissa. The reference to the sage Yasi§tha indicates that 
the donor belonged to Vasis^a golra. In the copper-plates 
(^ahts nos. 24 to 26 of the Bhanja rulers) Vtrabhadra, the founder 
o^rih^ Bhanja family of Mayurbhanj, is said to have been brought 
hp by the sage Vasistha. It is also worthy of mention that the 
^b^ra-nanie'of the.preseht ruling house of Mayurbhanj is Vasist^. 
The editor of'the grMt under discussion has, 'therefore, connected 
this MayUra family with the Bhanja family. 

■ According to the view of Mr. Beglar, the Bhanja family is 
an off-shoot of the glorious Mayura dynasty.*" The legend of 
the birth of 'the ancestor of the historical MaUrya family relates 
that 'the founder of 'the Solar dynasty, which the MaUrya family

sun’s ray. The origin of the Bhafija family has also been traced 
in the copper-plate records from a pea-hen’s egg. Again this 
family is even now known to bo the branch of the Solar dynasty. 
Besides, the word Hattrya can easily be transformed to Mayllra 
by Bie phonetic rules of the Oriya language. But we do not 
know whether Maytlra family is positively the off-shoot of the 
ancient Mattrya dynasty. However, MayUrabhauja, the name 
of the State, suggests itself that it owes its origin to the names 
of MayUra and Bhauja families. 

It should bo noted here that the eulogical text of the grant 
of the MayOra family is a replica of that of the Tuhga grants. 
But we do not know what connection existed between these two 
familiest 
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i need mention here that the names Vichitravira, Abhimanyu 
and Oha^jdihara are distinctly found in the photo-lithograph of the 
inscription, No. 17, but those names are omitted in the grant, No.'lS, 
in which it is stated that after the demise of Dharmaratha, 
Naghttsa, brother of the ruler of eastern country, ascended the 
throne. But the inscription, No. 17, discloses that Dharmaratha, 
who died childless, was succeeded by Chandihara son of Abhimanyu 
and grandson of Janamejaya's son Vichitravira. This Chandihara 
is also said to have come from outside the territory ruled by 
Dharmaratha. Apparently the eastern country referred to in the 
grant. No. 18, can be taken as eastern Orissa and at the same time 
it'ean be held that the line of Janamejaya’s family Avas ruling in 
southern Kosala and another line was governing eastern Orissa. 

It was suggested by the editor of the grant, No. 9, that Daksina 
Tosala, occurring in tliis grant should be read as Daksisa Kosala. 
But the place-names of this grant could not be identified in southern 

t . * 

Kosala which comprised the western Orissa or the Sambalpur and 
Chattisgarh district, whereas they, are distinctly identifiable in the 
Cuttack district which constituted a part of southern Tosala in 
ancient times. Apparently that suggestion was acceptable so long 
as there was no evidence as to the supremacy of the Soraavariisi 
kings over eastern Orissa. 

j.„T^e grants Nos. 1 to 13 were made by one Yayati MahSsiva- 
gupta. The donor of the grant, No. 15 has also the same name. 
The former grants were issued after the 8th regnal year of the 
doner and their texts belong to the stylistic category which the 
texts of Janamejaya’s plates belong to. But the latter grant, issued 
in donor’s 3rd regnal year, exihibits a different style of composition. 
Again the eulogy of the donor of this grant is not found in the 
former grants. It is stated in the grant. No. 15, that .the. donor 
conquered . KarpS^ ESdha, Grauda, Lsta . and Gurjjara: In the 
inscription. No. 17, Dddyatakesari is said to have defeated the 
anhies of Siinhala, Choda and Gauda, in course of play 
during: his. childhood. Apparently Yaydti, the donor of the grant, 
No.' 15, IS identical with YaySti II, the father of Dddyotakesari of

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tlie grandson of Tivuradeva’s youngoj* brother, became powerful 
and he conquered tlie earth with the assistanco of his younger 
brother, Rapakcsaii. I am inclined to identify this Bapakesart 
with tlio personage of the same name of the /raginentary stone- 
inscription at Govlndpur in the Nayagarh State, ff it be tenable 
we can say that a part of Orissa was included in the territory of 
Janamojaya’s father, fn that case, Sivagupta, father of Jauaniejaya, 
can be taken as Bapakcsarl. As Gaiurjuna assumed the title 
Mahasivaguptn, ^Ye can suppose that his younger brother 
Bapakesari assumed also the inferior title Sivagupta. 

The aforesaid fragmentary stone inscription contains the 
year 811 of an unspecified era. There is uo alternative but to take 
it as Saka era. In that case, it coiTcspouds to 889 a.d. Evidently 
the initial year of Jaiiamejaya’.s reign cannot probably be later 
than 900 a.d. 

Belying the statement of the editor of the grant, Ko. 19, that 
the characters of fiiis grant resemble in form those of the 
grant, No. 13, 1 identified Abhimaiiyu referred to in the former 
grant with the personage of the same name of the inscription, 
No, 17, who was the grand-father of Uddyotakesart.* But sub- 
sequently I had compared the charaoter.s of these two grants and 
j came to the conclusion that on the paleographic ground the grant, 
No. 19, is much removed in date from the grant, No. 13. Apparently 
Abhimanyu of the former grant is different from the other 
A^tsfiiaiauya, 

The donor of the grant, No. 19, meditated on the feet of one 
Mahahhavagupta and tlieu issued his order in the Kosala country 
which was granted by Uddyotakesart to Abhimanyu who was 
not alive at the time of issue of the order. 

But it is difficult to ascertain who was tills Mahahhavagupta, 
whose feet were meditated upon. However no scholar would deny 
the fact that Uddyotakesart transferred the headquarters of the 
Somavaihst territory from Kosala to eastern Orissa. 

It is stated in the grant. No. 18, that TajSti II’s eldest brother 
used to reside tat Kataka in the eastern country. This Kataka

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CHAPTER IV . 

(Section B) 

Chola Rulers 

It cannot be denied that Somesvaradeva II of the Chola 
lineage of the Solar dynasty was once the ruler of the Sonepur 
State. This Somes raradeva made land-grants, meditating on the 
feet of Chandraditya who can be indentitied with the chief of 
the same name of the Barasur inscription of the Central Provinces, 
for this chief also belonged to the Chola lineage of the Solar 
dynasty.* The date of the Barasur inscription is the 2nd 
October, 1060 a. d. 

We gather from the Tirumalai inscription of 1025 a. d. 
that Rajendrachola conquered Orissa which was difficult of 
approach and thence led his military expedition to Eosala.t 
But it is not definitely known whether he appointed any man 
of his kith and kin to govern Kosala. It however transpires 
that the Brahmeswar inscription (No, 17 of Somavamsi rulers), 
in which the conquest of Chola territory by TJddyotakesarl has 
KiSSi? mentioned, is anterior to the conquest of Orissa and Kosala 
by Rajendrachola. 

It is stated in the Mmapala-charita by Sandhyakar Nandi 
that ES,mapala conquered Orissa and bestowed it on ‘Bhavabhusapa- 
santati.’ M. M. Hara Prosad Sastri interpreted Bhavabhosan 
santati as the ruler of the Naga family. But Rai Bahadur R. P. 
Chanda raised objection to this interpretation§. Bhavabhusapa 
signifies ornaments, worn by Siva. Chandra (moon), Sarpa 
(snake) and OahgS are the ornaments of Siva. Hence Bhava- 
bhflsapa implies the Ganga family which claim descents from

Solar DvxASTi'. 

Yogesvamdevavariua belonging to the Solar djnastr claims a 
descent from Kalikala of Kaiijapa golra. Cliandruditya belonging 
to the Chola lineage of the Solar dynasty, referred to in the preceding 
section of this chapter, is also said in the Barsur inscription to be 
a descendant of Karikala of Kaiijwpo, golra. Apparently Yoges- 
varadevavarnia belongs to Chandnlditya’s family. I think, Kalikttla 
and Karikdla*. are identical with each other. AVe can, hotvever, 
identify' Somesvaradova, the grand-father of Yogesraradeva, with 
Soniesvaradeva II of the preceding section. 

The editor of YogesvaradeFavarma’s grant reads VaiLrapxtra 
and suggests Vaudhapxtra as the correct reading. But in the 
facsmile-^nat^ 1 am inclined to read it as Vastarapura. Barsur 
inscription proves the rule of the Chola lineage over the Bastar 
State and it appears therefore that Vastara has been written in 
Yogesvaradevavarma’s plate. 

There occurs a name Mukunda in line 35 of the grant under 
discussion. In the opinion of the editor, Mukundadeva, the last 
S^endent Eing of Orissa, finds an allusion here and accordingly 
the grant has been assigned to 1562 a. d. But on palaeographic 
ground, this date is inadmissible, for we know that during the 
reign of Eapilendradeva the scripts used in Orissa had distinct 
local forms, which are not found in the Yogesvaradevavarma’s 
plate. There is nothing in the text to show that the King 
Mukundadeva has found an allusion in this plate. 

It is stated in the grant under discussion that Somosvaradeva 

had a lion-emblem (Simha-dhvaja-lSinchhana 1.4). The grant 

of Somesvaradeva II of the preceding section also contains a lion- 
seal.

It is definitely known that Vajrahasta V had the surname 
Anantavarma and he succeeded Madhukamarpava in Saka 960 and 
ruled till 6aka 990. It, therefore, appears that the extent of the 
reign of Vajrahasta’s immediate predecessors as given in his plates 
are not much inaccurate. 

The grant, No. 25, of Madhukamarpava contains the year 526 
of the Gahga era. Apparently the grant. No. 23, was not muoh earlier 
than grant. No. 25, and Deveudrajrarma, son of Anantavarma of the 
former grant, is identical with Kamarppava V son of Ananta- 
varma. Now accepting the interpretation 913, we find that 
Dharmakhedi ascended the throne in Saka 897 and made the 
grant. No, 23, either in Saka 938 or in Saka 941, otherwise his 
over-lord could not be Devendravarma, son of Anantavarma.

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APPENDIX A 

SuiTLEMKNlAllV NOTE OK BlIAUSIA HutEIIS 

The dilliciilty wo confront iu tiio nuUtor of reconstructiuK 
the clirouology of Bhauiiui rulers is due to the fact that ditfercut 
rulers of this family assuinod one and the same name. Morcov'or 
the symbolical expression of dates found in their grants have not 
been properly interpreted on account of similarity of foi^ns of 
symbols representing different iiumorals. Wo can, however 
overcome now those difficulties with the help of newly discovered 
data. 

Throe copper-plates belonging to the Bhauma family have 
recently been discovered in the Talcher state. The Euliug Chief 
of Talcher has kindly sent them to mo through his Private 
Secretary Mr. Jagamohan Misra b.a. for decipliormout. Again 
my friend Mr. Paramananda Acharya b.so. of Maym-bhauja has 
kindly supplied mo with the text of another copper-plate of this 
family. The informations available from these plates have been 
given in the subjoined table. 

The numerical symbols of tlie year of the Grant, No. 1.1, are 
distinctly Iv, and pta and they therefore unmistakably denote 140. 
Then succeeds the figure 1. Hence the year of this grant is 141. 

^ The first numerical symbol of the year of the Grants, No. 12, 
is /w' which denotes 100. The third symbol looks like B. 
Apparently it denotes 7.* The second symbol is somewhat illegible 
I take it with hesitation as 60. The year thus appears to be 167 

The text of the Grant, No. 13, is a close of that of the Grant, 
No. 12, except the portion of the deed. Both grants were also 
executed on the same day. Apparently they belong to one and 
the same donor. 

I interpreted the numerical symbols Iv, and chu of the Grant, 
No. 7, as 100 and 60 respectively, I am now inclined to interpret

Apparently LalitahSra 
of the grants, Nos. 8 to ID, is identical with Sivakar.i, the donor 
of the grant, No. 12. 

Tho identification of Kusumaliara, Lalituhar;v, siantikara and 
Subhakara of tlio grants, Nos. 8 to ID, made in the chapter ft 
has beou revised now. We cannot, therefore, disbelieve the 
statement, recorded in these grant.s that Lalitahlira was succeeded 
by Sautikara, 

Tho genealogical text of the grants. Nos. 8 to ID, is a replica of 
that of the grant. No. I-t. Hence we can put all the Blianma 
Eulers in tho chronological order as shown in the page lOl. 
Noav we can turn our attoatioii towards their time. 

It is mentioned in the grants. Nos. 12 and 13, that Subhakara I 
defeated tho king of tho Radha country and completely subjugated 
the Kaliiiga country. These incidents have probably been alluded 
to in the undeciphered portion of the oulogical text of Subhakara of 
the grant, No. 2. In the facsimile-print, I have partly read this 
text as follows ; 

“Kva-dhanendra-Maheadra...Jshiiavi... 

Kva-simnada-Kalinga-vadharadadhah” 

The title of MaharajildhirSja, assumed by the rulers of this 
family indicates that they wore powerful. That they established 
suzerain authority over a portion of Bengal, can he gleaned 
from the copper-plate.^ It is mentioned in this plate that Devaplila 
uprooted the IJtkalas from his territory. DevapSla’s reign falls 
between 809-49 a. d.^ Apparently DevapSla’s invasion must 
have taken- place after the fall of the Bhanma family.

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the grant, No. 1, there is an indication of prevalence of Buddhism 
and of revival of Hinduism. Evidently this Bhanma family 
played an important role in the history of Orissa, 

One vrord more regarding the origin of this family. The editor 
of the grant, No. 1, suggested the connection of the Bhanma family 
of Orissa with the Naraka family of Assam. The Naraka family* 
may he linked up with the demon Naraka of the Parapas according 
to which he was a son of Visijn and Bhumi (Barth). He was also 
called Bhanma. There is therefore the ground to connect the 
Bhanma family of Orissa with the Naraka family of Assam. But 
it is not probable that the former family hailed from Assam. 

In the Section A of the Chapter H the Bhanma family has been 
supposed to have belonged to the Bhllyaa people of the northern 
hilly tracts of Orissa. The Bhllyahs should not be confounded with 
the Bhnmijas who are even now out .of the pale of civilisation. 
Similarly the Bhuyahs of the MahEvagga and Majihima NikSya 
of the Pali literature, who on their way to Magadha with cart-loads 
of merchandise met Buddha and became his desoiple, should not be 
be taken for the Bhumijas ; for, it is not probable that the latter ever 
carried on a lucrative trade before the Christian era. It is the 
Hinduised Bhnyahs who are identifiable with the Bhanma family 
of the copper-plates and with the Bhnyans of the Pali literature. 

The tradition, current in the Orissa States, relates that the 
Hinduised BhUyans are the representatives of Monkeys that aided 
E^a in his invasion of LafikS. This tradition is as old as the 
Oriya Eamayapa by Balarama Dasa who flourished about the end 
of the 15th century a.d. The poet narrates in the Eiskipdha Kapda 
of the Eamaya^a that out of the army reeruited by Sugriva for 
Bama’s cause, some lost their way to Lanka (vapa hele) in course 
of march and reached the BopSi State ; some proceeded towards the 
left of the proper route leading to Lanka (VSma Ede gale) and 
settled in Bamapda (Bamara State). It is needless to mention here 
that the Hinduised BhnySns are now found in large number in the 
States of Bamara and Bonai. Apparently there is no evidence to

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APPENDIX 

APPROXIMATE TIME OF BHANJA RULERS. 

We fittd in the Somavamsi grant, No. 9, that the donee was a 
resident of the village Silabhahjapati. This name of the village 
probably owes its origin to the rnler Silabhanja. In that case, 
Silabhahja was anterior to TaySti Mahasivagnpta, the donor of the 
grant, who is supposed to have flourished in the middle of the 
10th century a. d. This Silabhanja seems to be identical with 
Silabhanja I of the Bhanja chronological table. 

■ Niyarpijama, the father of Vijya, who is the queen of Rapa- 
bhanja of the Bhanja grant, No. 11, seems to be identical with 
NiySrijpava, the grandfather of Dharmakhedi of the Gahga grant, 
No. 23, who is supposed to have ascended the throne in Saka 897 
or A. D. 975. My view regarding the initial year of the Gahga 
era is now in agreement with that of Mr. Jogendrachandra Ghosh 
whose paper on the initial date of the Gahga era has, of late, 
appeared in the Indian Antiquary (Vol.LXr,pp. 237-38) Apparently 
I can now say emphatically that Dharmakhedi’s accession to the 
throne took place in 975 a. d. In that case, his grandfather 
Niyarij^ava can be supposed to have ruled some time between 
910-970 A. D. Hence Rapabhanja, the son-in-law of Niyarnpama, 
cap^jt be supposed to be later than 1010 a. d. 

I have said in the chapter IV (section 0) that the Bhanja 
rulers were ousted from Baud by Somesvaradeva of the solar 
dynasty and subsequently Silabhanja III recovered the lost 
kingdom. This Somesvaradeva has been identified with Somesvara- 
deva II of the Chola family whose approximate date is 1060 a. d. 
It can, therefore, be held now that after the death of Rapabhanja 
the Bhanja family, being driven out of Baud, which probably 
comprised in the upper Khinjali, ruled in Ghoomsur, which perhaps 
formed a part and parcel of the lower Khinjali. 

The Chola rule in Baud and Sonepur seems to have terminated 
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Jagadekamalla. Tasabhanja can, however, be assigned on palseo- 
graphio ground to the 13th century a. d. 

A copper-plate grant of Wettabhanja has been published very 
recently in X A K R. S., YoL VH, (pp. 110-14). Its find-spot is 
Polesor in Athagarh Taliik in Ganjam. iNettabhanja, Ae donor, 
was the son of Bapabhanja and grandson of Hettabhanja: He 
assumed the little Mdhama'ndale^ar . . 

• The grant records the gift of JnradS village in ]^injali to 
Bapanabhat^ son of Gohesvarabatta and grandson of Santosha- 
bhatte belongiag to Visvamitra Gotra and PanchSrsa Pravara. He 
was also a student of Ksnva Sahkd, of Tajurveda. Apparently this 
Bapanabhatta is identicall with the donee of the Gahga grant, 
No. 30. “ . - . ^ 

Nettebhanja’s grant was issued' from HalySpapnra on' the 
occasion of the . lunar eclipse of . the. fall moon day of i^lgun.a. 
EUyabhauja (TuvarSja), Patra Jasodhara (Aksapatal^a),' AsUnanda 
(Pratihari) and Santosamahadevi are mentioned among the officers 
of the grant. It is needless to say that this grant precludes further 
the solution of the chronoiogy of the Khinjaii Bhanjas. 
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APPENDIX D. 

ETTLERS OP UNKNOWN PAMLIES IN KALINOA. 

We do not know to which family the rulers of the subjoined 
table belong. They have not mentioned like the early Oahga rulers 
in their grants the god Ookanijesvara enthroned on the' top of the 
Mahendra Mountain, nor have they given any indication as to' their 
connection with the Gahga family. We find however that neither 
the early Ganga rulers nor the rulers of the subjoined table assumed 
any title indicative of paramount authority. 

We are told by Hiuen Tsang that the Kaliigas perished by the 
curse of a i^ishL Thereupon their country (Southern -Kalinga) 
remained desolate for some centuries and was then repeopled by 
immigrants. It is very probable that these immigrants came from 
the Andhra co'imtry lyiny to the south-west of the Southern Kalihga 
at that time. In support of this proposition I like to aduce below 
some facta of much importance. 

The tradition relating to the origin of the Sailodbhava family as 
recorded in their grants (Nos. 3 to 6) reveals that one Puliudasena, 
famous amonga tho Kalihgas did not covet sovereignly for himself. 
He worshipped BhagavSn in order to get a capable ruler. There- 
upon the latter created a person out of (rock). Because . of his 
origm:.^om Sila he was called Sailodbhava and beeame the founder 
of tho ruling family of Kohgada. The importance of this tradition 
lies in tho fact that the population of Kohgada mainly consisted of 
tho Kalihgas who^ declining in power, acknowledged ^e authority of 
a person not belonging to their race in Kohgada. 

That Kohgada was inhabited by the Kalihgas has also been 
alluded to in the Sailodbhava grant, No. 1. The donor claimed 
lordship over the entire population of Kalinga, but assumed no 
suzerain title. Evidently tlie Kaiifiga people, whom he held under 
subjection, were none but the people of the same name of Kongada
